Ed. Larkin was born in the year 
1846, being now in his 88rd year 
and still going strong. He arrived 
in Macleod with the first detachment 
of the Police under Col, Macleod on 
Oct. 13th, 1874, and remained in the 
Force for 6 years, spending these 
years between Macleod and Calgary 
as cook for the force, After leaving 
the Police he cooked for all the big 
Ranches in Southern Alberta, the 
Bar U at High River; the Cochrane 
on the Belly river; the 76, on 
Mesquito Creek; the Samson, on 
Little Bow; the Oxley, on Willow 
Creek; and several other smaller 
ranches, Ed also cooked for 10 or 12 
years at B. C, Mines, but came back 
‘to the prairies to the big open range 
where there was more fresh air and 
breathing space than at the mines. 
Nothing delights Ed more than to 
tell of the experiences of those early 
days on the range and of the big 
round-ups when hundreds of calves 
were branded and beef shipped.

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Timely Flower Work 

If one wants a continual supply 
of flowers and a trim appearance in 
the yarden generally, all fading 
bloom and any suggestion of seed 
should be removed. The production 
of the of 


seed saps 


and seed too. Aly 
plants which produce a profusion of 
shortstemmed bloom may be snipped 
with a pair of shears when the flow- 
ers start giving place to seed, and 
they will send up a fresh supply of 
growth in about a week. After each 
rainfall, one must remember to 
loosen up the soil to conserve the 
moisture and let the air in. Just be- 
fore the wladiolus start to bloom, it 
is advisable to sprinkle a little lime 
around the plants. This will give 
more depth of color to the flowers 


and also sweeten the soil. Dying 
rose blooms, and bloom on the 
spirea, syringa, and other shrub 


should be cut off so that all nourish- 
ment will go into the plants and pro- 
duce growth for nert year’s flower- 
ing. It is now time to ease up on 
cultivation around fruit trees, shrub- 
bery and woody vines as growth on 
these must be hardened so that it 
will not kill back next Winter. It 
is a good plan to transplant a few 
well grown annual flowers around 
the rose bushes and shrubbery to 
check the growth while a cover crop 
of oats or vetch, or even weeds may 
be used for the same purpose among 
the fruit trees and bushes.
